Bolshevist has refused to recog- 
nize any authority, even in in- 
dustry, save that of the elected 
“peoples” representative, and 
unfortunately for Russia,brains 
are the one thing Bolshevists 
don’t cater to. 

While Bolshevism purports 
to be a rule by the masses, only 
about ten per cent of the Rus- 
sian empire has endorsed it. 
But this ten per cent happens 
to have most of the guns and 
ammunition, as well as the con- 
trol of the currency and food 
supplies. So, you see, the peo- 
ple haven’t much more to say 
about their government than 
in the days of Czar Nick. 

The whole thing is but a re- 
coil from rank autocracy. The 
excesses accompanying the rev- 
olution were but outcroppings 
of individual selfishness and 
greed, lavishly fed by German 
gold. The lack of education 
and the powers of reasoning 
made the masses en easy prey 
to these self-appointed agitators 
and leaders. 

Our present social system is 
built upon the basis of person- 
al achievement. Human nature 
as we have known it, has _ re- 
quired competition to spur her 
on towards advancement. We 
have rewarded skill and brains 
more lavishly than muscle, for 
the simple reason that brains 
and skill are the result of indiv- 
idual effort, while muscle is but 
the reward of nature. Bolshe- 
vism undertakes to pool skill, 
brains and muscle to one com- 
mon cause. Whether or not 
our sense of idealism will stand 
the strain is the unsolved pro- 
blem. We might refer you to 
Matthew XXV:;: 14-30. 

Granted that, in the words of 
the declaration of independence, 
“all men are created equal,” it 
does not necessarily mean that 
this status must remain intact 
throughout the alloted span of 
existence.

A Better System than that 
of Levying Taxes on an 
Acreage Basis. 


| When a rate of taxation amounting 
to about $3. per quarter section was the 
| total tax required to be levied on the 
| lands in the Province for Provincial or 
Municipal purposes, the fact these taxes 
were levied on a flat rate of so much 
per acre, regardless of the value of the 
| land, did not cause any particular com- 


| taxation, the amount of taxes payable 
on each quarter was so small that no 
| particular hardship was caused, and the

poses of taxation the value of the pro- 
perty owned by the man with the poorer 
land is rated much higher than its real 
worth while in the case offthe man with 
the more valuable land will, his property 
is rated at much less than its worth. 

In considering the merits of any sys- 
tem of taxation, the matter must be 
approached from the standpoint that 
taxes should be paid according to the} 
| ability to pay, and looking at in this 
way, there does not appear to be any 
|sound argument against levying taxes 
according to value, rather than on an| 
acreage basis. This principle having 
| been recognized in connection with taxes | 
levied directly or indirectly for the be- 
nefit of the Province at largé, the dif- 
| ferent Acts through which the Province 
derives revenue from taxes on lands |
